Eber- 
hardt and Rear Admiral Julian Lati- 
mer. The conference, which was also 
attended by Lieutenant Colonel James 
J. Meade, commander of the marine 
forces here, was held aboard the U 
S. S. Milwaukee. | 

Admiral Latimer plans to confer 
with President Diaz; After meeting 
Senor Diaz he is expected to request 
the Washington government to con- 
clude an offensive and defensive al- 
liance similar to that made with Pah- 
ama under the recent treaty. 

The suggestion for the alliance was 
made by Foreign Minister Carlos 
Cuadro Pasos on behalf of President 
Diaz. 


Protect Americans. 

The treaty would provide for Ameri- 
can protection and for Nicaracua 
declaring war simultaneously with the 
United States, opening the way for 
American control of the Nicaraguan 
forces.

Hope that a solution is near to the 
mystery that for six years has hung 
over the killing at Parma, Ohio, of 
Louise Wolf and Mabel Foote, teach- 
ers in the Parma High school, was

Where the cut in production 
needs to be made is in the western 
part of the cotton territory. If the 
cotton club boys produced 402 pounds 
of lint cotton per acre at a profit, 
as they did, increased acre yields on 
a decreased acreage is an indication 
of what should be done. We are not 
producing too much cotton if handled 
in the right way. 

Should Feed Corn. 

Corn should be marketed through 
live stock, and particularly hogs. 
heard of corn selling in Georgia this 
winter for as low a price as 35 
cents a bushel. The price of hogs 
was such that if the corn had been 
fed through hogs, farmers could have 
realized $1 per bushel on their corn. 

Poultry production has increased in 
Georgia during the last few years by 
leaps and bounds while the market 
for poultry and its products has main- 
tained a fair level.

With the definite date set for April 
30 in Atlanta, for the fourth national 
oratorical contest sponsored in Georgia 
by The Constitution, Dr. Joseph S. 
Stewart, of the University of Georgia, 
direetor, states that much interest is 
being taken in the high schools of the 
state and that prospects are that the 
contest this year w'"' -be the largest 
yet held. 


“With the senior class of high 
schools making a comprehensive Sin, 
of the United States constitution this 
term,” says Dr. Stewart, “it is evi- 
dent that a large number of the stu- 
dents will enter the contest and make 
a try for the six weeks’ trip abroad, 
the grand prize and the zone prizes. 


This contest should have great ap- 
peal for all hish school students a1d 
especially the juniors and sophomores, 
who should begin to take interest in 
them and even if they do not win the 
first year, they have four years in 
which to win. Herbert Wenig, of 
California, national winner last year, 
entered the contest three years lefore 
he finally won, but the experience 
he gained in his ‘off’ years undoubtedly 
helped him the year he did°win. 

“The district oratorical contests 
may be held any time to suit the con- 
venience of t}. district between* April 
1 ard Aril 23. The district execu- 
_ tive committce must select the three 
_ judges for this contest and supervise 
the contest seeing that the regulations 
governing this be carried out. We 
must send a Georgian on the European 
trip.”

Hartwell Is First. 


The Hartwéll High school has the 
honor of being the first to report the 
;names of the students there who will 
,enter the contest. They are Ernest 
Baker, Cleo Cleveland, Jack Martin, 
Roy Mize and James Myers. The 
entire senior class of 52 of the Hart- 
well school will make a definite study 
of the United States constitution be- 
fore graduation in May, Miss Ida 
McGukin, principal, writes The Con- 
st’ ‘tion. 

W. D. Sanford, superintendent of 
the Washington, Ga., schools, writes 
that 60 high school pupils there are 
studying the constitution and that a 
number of those students will enter 
the oratorical contest. Material for 
debates may be gotten from any libra- 
ry, there being 43 public libraries and 
about 75 operated by different organ- 
izations and many owned by individ- 
uals and lawyers. In addition, Dr. 
Stewart states ‘the accredited high 
| schools of the state lave libraries that 
contain 563,568 volumes, a number of 
which doubtless contain much valuable 
} information that may be used in the 
debate subject. 

The subject of the debates must be 
on some phase of the United States 
constitution, its makers, its importance 
or the part Georgia took in its forma- 
tion. 

_According to Miss Ruth Blair, state 
historian and director of the archives 
and history department, Georgia men 


were present at the sessions of the | 


| constitutional convention held in Phil- 

adelphia in 17ST and that immortal 
document bears the signature of two 
Georgians, Abram Baldwin and Wil- 
liam Few, both prominent in the 
state's affairs at that. time. 

“After the United States constitu- 
tion was adopted at Philadelphia,” 
states Miss Blair, “a session of the 
Georgia legislature met at the capital, 
Augusta, on December 25, 1787, and 
on January 2, within less than 10 
days, the United States constitution 
was unanimously ratified, Georgia be- 
ing the fourth state to adopt the 
document. The fourth star from the 
left in the top row on the United 
States flag represents Georgia, that 
star ever being a reminder of the 
prompt action of Georgia in adopting 
that paper.

dom and its part in the era when the 
constitution was formed was -illus- 
trious,” says Miss Blair, “and is well 
worthy being the subject of debates in 
the contest sponsored by The Consti- 
tution.” 

Contest Not Complicated. 

It is pointed out that there is noth- 
ing complicated about the contest. 
Georgia high schools that are paid-up 
members for 1927 in the State High 
School association are eligible to en- 
ter their students; each contestant 
must not have reached the 19th birth- 
day by February 1, 1927; as many 
pupils as desire may enter from any 
school, each school’ holding its own 
elimination contest; the winner in 
each school contest will then enter 
the district contest, the school dis- 
tricts occupying the same territory 
as the congressional district ; the win- 
ner in the district contest will com- 
pete in the state contest to be held 
in Atlanta; the state winner will en- 
ter the zone contest to be held in 
Birmingham on May 6, with final 
national meeting in Washington on 
May 20. 

During March and the first part of 
April individual schools will hold 
their contests and the district meet- 
ings will be .held around the latter 
part of April. Students have from 30 
to 40 days from ag ge | 15 to pre- 
pare their orations, it will be noted. 

The Constitution offers $15 in gold 
to each winner in the 12 districts ; 
$100 in gold to the state winner and 
$10 each to the winner in second and 
third place in the state contest. 

The grand prize in the United 
States will be a summer European 
tour for seven zone winners and the 
national winner, with all expenses 
paid, Randolph Leigh, of Washington, 
organizer and director general of the 
contests throughout the United States, 
announces. ion 

“When a subject for an oration 
has been selected by a student,” con- 
tinued Dr. Stewart, “no time should 
be lost in ‘outlining’ the speech, that 
is, a historical setting should be given, 
then work up to the meat of the sub- 
ject and include in it present-day 
applications. It should be remember- 
ed that all speeches must not be over 
10 minutes’ long and in the final con- 
test the gavel will fall at the end 

10 minutes’ speaking, therefore 
speeches should not be over 9 1-2 min- 
utes long. 

“Length of speeches may be deter- 
mined by the speed of the speaker. 
The winning speech last year contain- 
ed 1.103 words, while that -of Joseph 
of firky, Georgia winner in the Unit- 
ed States zone contests, contained 
1.400 words. I showld say 1,200 
words would be a happy medium. 

“Students should also remember 
that zone and final contests will be 
held in halls seating something like 8,- 
000 persons and speeches must be de- 
livered that will ‘carry’ well in large 
buildings.” 

Must Be Original. 

The orations must be the original work 
of the student: their delivery must not 
consume more than 10 minutes, and the 
treatment of the subjects must combine his- 
torical background with application to con- 
ditions of today. 

The contest is based upon the constitution, 
but wide latitude is given in the choice of 
subject so long as it conforms with the gen- 
eral requirement. By way of suggestiton, the 
following subjects are proposed: 

The meaning of the constitution today. 

America’s contribution to constitutional 
government. 

Washington's contribution to the consti- 
tution. 

Hamilton's contribution to the Constitua- 
tion. 

Franklin's contribution to the Constitua- 
tion. 

Jefferson's contribution to the Constitu- 
tion. 

Marshall's contribution to the constitution. 

Webster's contribution to the constitution. 

Lincoln's contribution to the constitution. 

In orations that deal biographically with 
the men inciuded in the list above it is 
expected that the speakers will show how 
the influence of the men discussed survives 
today. In orations that deal with the gen- 
eral subject of the constitution, it is ex- 
pected that the speakers will discuss the 
significance of the constitutional provision 
covering the subject chosen—the citizen’s 
duty to vote, for example—and show its 
application today. It is emphasized that the 
contest revolves about the constitution and 
that it is designed to increase respect for 
and interaest in American institutions.

Maintenance of the present scale 
of salaries for teachers with no an- 
ticipation of an increase according to 
a scale adopted last year by the board, 
which was contemplated in the revised 
budget submitted to the committee for 
consideration. 

Reduction of the “general control” 
fund to less than $50,000, an item 
which totaled $65,894.89 in the revised 
sheet. 

Elimination of supervisors’ salaries, 
totaling $40,400.35. 

Elimination of visual education, 
art and guidance departments. 

Immediate consolidation of Boys’ 
and Tech High schools and certain 
grammar schools. 

Dispensation of services of clerks to 
principals, $24,171. 

Abolition of the normal school un- 
less students are willing to pay for 
its maintenance. 


- Reasons for Rejection. 


In failing to concur in the budget 
as submitted, the committee held that 
it could not approve it, because it was 
a tentative sheet, and therefore witb- 
out “force and effect;” that the budg- 
et contemplates closing of the schools 
for a month, which would establish a 
school year of 32 weeks, when the 
standard is 36 weeks, and zraduates

Searching for personal-life records 
of a race of people that inhabited 
Georgia centuries ago, Dr. Warren K. 
Moorehead, noted ethnologist of An- 
dover, Mass., has begun his third an- 
nual excavation of the mysterious 
Etowah mounds in northwest Georgia, 
near Cartersville. Dr. Moorehead is 
director of the department of Ameri- 
can archaeology.

While labor standardization, gen- 
ial climate, good water, ample trans- 
portation, satisfactory banking fa- 
cilities, etc., are all contributing 
factors, the one outstanding, con- 
trolling factor in the movement of 
cotton mills to the south is the 
economy afforded by being in the 
heart of production. That is un- 
mistakable. As a sound principle it 
is unchallengeable.

It is the one big item 
in any analysis of the over-produc- 
tion situation, 


But there are other reasons, and 
jute in commercial use is one of 
them. 


Think of the bags that are used 
in the shipments of grain, salt, 
sugar, fertilizer, seed and scores of 
other merchantable articles! 

It has been estimated that the 
substitution of cotton bagging for 
wrapping the cotton as baled, and 
for the bags used in commerce, 
most of which are now made of im- 
ported burlap, would increase the 
consumption of cotton fully 3,000,- 
000 bales annually. 


Why is it not done? We pay 1 
duty on jute, and yet it is cheaper 
in the original purchase price. It 
is not cheaper, however, in the long 
run, when wastes, tares, second- 
hand usages, etc., are taken into 
consideration. 


The whole question, brought 
down to bedrock, is—more uses can 
be found for cotton, and expert 
surveys should be made—with the 
government aiding—to find those 
new uses. 

In the meantime cotton produc- 
tion should be curtailed. It should 
be brought to a level with consump- 
tion, and as consumption may be 
later stimulated production may be 
Stimulated in keeping with it. 

All of the discussions of the 
“whys and wherefores” will be of 
no practical service so long as un- 
der-consumption continues.

The next largest class 
was religion with 654, and science 
trailed along with 274; which ought 
to interest those who think science is 
outrunning religion. 

In 1925 the figures were still more 
significant, for in that year fiction 
was first again with 898 new works, 
religion second again with 729 and 
science put out only 295.

How far will Dr. Butler’s ery go? 
Dr. Butler is no n-ere case of a uni- 
versity president taking an‘ amateur 
fling in politics. Using the word “‘poli- 
tician” only little in the sense of 
a man who pulls strings, and more in 
the sense of a an who understands 
politics—in those senses, thus pro~or- 
tioned, Dr. Butler can be ranked in 
the very top stratum of republican 
leaders and _ politicians. And he is 
most certainly a practical politician 
in the sense of a man who knows the 
minute facts of politics. 


Offhand I would put Dr. Butler 
against his namesake, the present na- 
tional chairman of the _ republican 
party, ex-Senator William B. Butler, 


of Massachusetts. I would engage the 
two of them in a political variation of 
these “intelligence tests” now so much 
in vogue, and I would bet that the 
university president Butler would come 
out better than the republican chcir- 
man Butler. 
I would put questions like this: 


Who is the republican chairman of 
Multnomah county, Oregon? 


What was the republican majority 


in the city of Des Moines in ‘the 1916 
election between Wilson and Hughes? 


Who was chairman of the com: *:- 
tee on credentials at the republican 


national convention of 1912, whose 
decisions on credentials resulted in 
the Roosevelt split? 


Such information as that Dr. But- 


ler carries in his head. He knows more 


of it than most _oliticians and most 
| observers. I realize the minuteness of 
Dr. Butler's information because I re- 
member occasions on which his . tate- 
| ments on details of politics in a west- 
-ern state have differed from my own, 
and his have turned out to be right. 
He keeps in touch with republican 
party leaders and workers all over 
the country; many of them come to 
see him or call him up when they visit 
New York, 


Also Dr. Butler is or has been high 
in the “best mir” counsels of the 


republican party. In recent years some 
of his counsels have been severely 
bumped by the lowbrows and others, 
For example, his advocacy of the 
League of Nations and his opposition 
to prohibition. Nevertheless, Dr. But- 
ler knows republican politics high and 
'low—knows it to a degree and with a 
minuteness that arrests attention. His

Nothing is more apparent than the

The Schocl and the Drama. 

I do not pretend to have any easy 
answer. There are no easy answers 
ty difficult social questions. I think, | 
however we are to find the direction | 
for our search in the statement made 
above, that we are dealing with an edu- 
cational problem. Why should we re- 
main on the defensive, merely striving 
to protect society from the attack of 
evil? If the stage is a tremendous 
educational force, it is probably our 
greatest educational opportunity. In- 
stead of « policeman who deletes the 
objectiorable, why not an educator 
who shall have some influence upon 
the creation and production of our 
plays? If the state establishes schools 
and colleges and intrusts to its teach- 
ers the supremely important task of 
th: aesthetic, intellectual and moral, 
development of its youth, why should 
it be impossible to use the stage for 
this same purpose? 

The reply, pat upon the lips of 
every theatrical producer, to a moral | 
protest against the debasing influence | 
of so many of the plays which he pre- |

for.’ That is a paraphrasing of th 
law of “demand and supply.” Th 
commercial world has learned lon 
ago how to create a demand for th 
which it has to supply. -Th 
art of salesmanship is not to sell pe 
ple what they want, but to make pe 
ple want what one has for sale. Hav 
we neglected in the school and th 
church the educational opportunit: 
of the drama? Here and there i 
the colleges dramatics is taught as at 
art, and so far so good. I am think 
ing of 1 very much wider application 
and a very much deeper purpose.

its moral, as well as its aesthetié in 
fluence, and begin with the tinies 
children, and use the drama, not sim 
ly for the purpose of rearing stand 
ards, but for the purpose of expr 
ing the beautiful, the true and th 
good.

New York, February 19. — This 
week has witnessed some wild specu- 


lation in the stock market with rail- 
road shares selling at the highest level 
in years. At the same time some 
industrial companies, notably Ameri- 
can Can and Studebaker, published 
disappointing annual reports for 1926 
and some of the week's industrial 
news was not encouraging, especially 
the price-cutting in steel and automo- 
biles. However, some of our best 
bankers in Wall street are satisfied 


‘with both the general trade and stock

market situation and outlook. 

Spring trade is opening up in an 
orderly, normal way, with evidence of 
a gradual increase in confidence and 
when measured by reliable yardsticks 
business right now is good, according 
to the views expressed this week by 
one of the largest Wall street com- 
mercial banks. As far ahead as can 
now be seen general trade for 1927 
is going to be satisfactory in volume, 
with well-managed companies showing 
satisfactory profits. 

As for the stock market, despite the 
outburst of wild speculation in low-

ent trend. This week statements of 
bank loans to Wall street brokers 
ghowed a decrease of $9,423,000 com- 
pared with the previous week, a de- 
crease of something like $100,000,000 
from the high of this year, and a 
decrease of $417,000,000 compared 
with this time last year.

Alfred Wilson, 
of Wetherford, Okla. a Cherenne 
Indian, is president of the church. 
| He says it is administered under 
/regulations of the church and that 
‘each communicant takes four beans at 
a ceremony. Wilson denies that the 
| bean, which is chewed and swallowed, 
}has any permanent pathological ef- 
| fect.

In part, Mrs. Meek wrote: 

All of Atlanta is sorrowing over the snd- 
den death there last week of Colonel Wil- 
liam Lawson Peel, known as the father cf 
grand opera in this part of the south. 

To one who has lived in Atlanta and 
been a part of its musical and social life, 
ic seems difficult to vision its church, civie 
and musical atmosphere without Colonel 
and Mrs. Peel. 

They were leaders in every movement 
for the gobdd of Atlanta and during all the 
years of opera, box No. 7 in the auditorium 
Was always occupied by these two, with 
their guests. During the opera season box 
No. 7 usually welcomed the opera stars who 
were not on duty. 

Since the death of his wonderful wife lesa 
than three years ayo, Colonel Peel has 
seemed, a lonely figure, but you never 
missed his smile, the firm grasp of his 
hand, nor the straight look from his level 
blue eyes. Un the Wednesday night of his 
passing there was a great audience as- 
semblied in Atlanta's auditorium (in the 
building of which he was so active), listen- 
ing to a great orchestra playing that 
monumental work by Cesar Franck, the 
D Minor Symphony. Suddenly, like a mystic 
wave from the farthest corners of tha 
immense hall down to the first row seats 
swept the message, ‘‘Colonel Peel is dead.’ 
Instinctively every eye turned to box No. 
but instead of the distinguished white 
head there was seen a group of fresh 
young school girls, 

Old age had given way to youth, just as 
winter sinks to rest to make way for the 
springtime. 

+ Such is life and its passing. 

Mrs. Peel was one of the finest characters 
[ have ever known. She came of army 
stock, and fighting stock at that. Nothing 
ever daunted her vision and ambition, if 
she had her mind made up. 

She was one of the best known D. A. R 
workers in the state of Georgia, or in the 
entire south, and she occupied many na 
tional positions of honor. The third volume 
of Georgia Historical Records, published 
by the state D. A. R., is dedicated to 
her memory. 

While she was a member of the Atlanta 
chapter she decided that the ranks were 
overcrowded so she started the Joseph -Ha- 
bersham chapter in Atlanta, with the re- 
mark that she would make it the largest 
chapter in the state, and she did. The or- 
ganization was never too large for Mra. 
Peel to entertain in her spacious Peacn- 
tree home, but after a while she got the 
vision of a real home for the chapter. To 
that end she worked and gave of her 
strength and money. 

Today on Peachtree road stands the beau- 
tiful Habersham hall, the property of the 
chapter which she founded. 

Colonel Peel was an officer of beautiful 
St. Mark's Methodist church on Peachtree 
street and one of its founders. He waa 
always chairman of its music committee 
and I remember with pleasure the delight 
he and Mra. Peel took in good choir music. 

Here was held his funeral.

Washington's Birthday 


Tuesday, February 22, marks the 
one hundred and ninety-fifth anni- 
versary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington, first president of the United 
States, and affectionately known as 
the “Father of His Country.” 


This date is a national holiday, 
which will be fittingly celebrated in 
every nook and cranny of this broad 
‘land. It is one of the “days we cele- 
brate” in the calendar. of the national 
society, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, every chapter, in some 
way, paying deserved tribute to this 
great soldier and statesman. 


The following paragraphs are taken 
from Washington's farewell address to 
congress, September 17, 1796, and 
are significant of his patriotie loyal- 
ty to the common country; and his 
great love for liberty and union: 


“The north, in an unrestrained in- 
tercourse with the south, protected 
by equal laws of a common govern- 
hment, finds in the production of the 
latter great additional resources of 
maritime and commercial enterprise 
and precious materials of manufac- 
turing industry. The south, in the 
same intercourse, benefiting by the 
same agency of the. north, sees its 
agriculture grow and its commerce ex- 
pand. ‘Turning partly into its own 
channels the seamen of the north, it 
finds. its particular nawigation in- 
vigorated, and, while it contributes in 
different ways to nourish and increase 
the general mass of the national navi- 
gation, it looks. forward to the pro- 
tection of a maritime strength to 
which itself is unequally adapted, The 
east, in a like intercourse with the 
west, already finds, and in the pro- 
gressive improvement of interior com- 
munications by land and water will 
more and more find, a valuable vent 
for the commodities which it brings 


,and exemption from those broils and 


from abroad or manufactures at home. 


The west derives from the ‘east sup- 


plies requisite to its growth and com- 
fort, anc what is perhaps of still 
greater consequence, it must of neces- 
sity owe the s@cure enjoyment of in- 
dispensible outlets for its own pro- 
ductions to the weight, influence and 
the future maritime strength of the

ure’ by which the west can hold this |

“While, then, every part of our 


country thus feels an immediate and 
particular interest in union, all the 
parts combined can not fail to find in 
the united mass of means and efforts 
greater strength, greater resources, 
proportionately greater security from 
external danger, a less frequent in- 
terruption of their peace by | foreign 
nations, and what is of inestimable 
value, they must derive from union 


wars between themselves which so fre- 
quently afflict neighboring countries 
not tied together by the same govern- 
ments, which their own rivalships 
alone would be sufficient to produce, 
but which opposite foreign alliances, 
attachments and intrigues would stim- 


ulate and imbitter. Hence, likewise, 
they wili avoid the necessity of these 
overgrown military 
which, under any form of government 
are inauspicious to liberty and which 
are to be regarded as particularly hos- 
tile to republican liberty. In this 
sense it is that your union ought to 
be considered as a main prop of your 
liverty, and that the love of the one 
ought to endear to you the preserva- 
tion of the other.”

It is a most ‘understanding in- 
sight into the character and person- 
ality of the former president as his 
secretary of the navy knew him—as a 
man, teacher, politician, statesman, 
father, friend and president of the re- 
public.” 

Secretary Daniels says: “I will seek 
to show what his life meant to his 
country and the world and how he 
always played for the verdict of his- 
tory.” 

Mr. Daniels was with President 
Wilson in Paris in 1919 and conduct- 
ed negotiations with reference to im- 
portant naval questions during the 
peace conference. He knew Wilson 
when he was president of Princeton, 
when he was governor of New Jersey, 
entertained him in his home in Ra- 
leigh, N. C., and it is not from the 
standpoint of a public official only 
that Mr. Daniels writes but of the 
man, teacher, husband, father and 
friend, as well as the president of the 
republic.

That a county library law is 
needed in Georgia, whereby the peo- 
ple living in the smallest communities 
and rural sections may have the same 
opportunity of procuring free public 
library service as persons living in 
large towns and cities now enjoy, is 
most clearly indicated by the ever in- 
creasing numLer of calis for books, 
reaching the office of the Georgia Li- 
brary commission in the state capitol. 
During 1926 eight times as many per- 
sons asked for books as in 1921 and 
this has come about entirely by the 
voluntary expressions of the people 
themselves; the library commission 
has never done any advertising to at- 
tract people's attention and knowledge 
of its existence goes by “word of 
mouth’ from one borrower to an- 
other. 

Conservative Estimate. 

A conservative estimate of persons 
reached during the year is 194,000 
while statistics show that 724.807 per- 
sons in the state have local library 
service; but this is still far short of 
reaching Georgia’s 3,058, popula- 
tion. Only the county library system 
ean do this. Why should city people 
have the sole right to spend their tax 
money for libraries? Does the city 
boy or girl need books to read any 
more than the country child? Surely 
every fair-minded person will readily 
se that a permissive public library 
law for counties to parallel the pres- 
ent law for towns and cities is only 
fair and just and all citizens of the 
state should have equal opportunities 


to procure free public libraries and en- 
joy the same privilege of obtaining 
education, information and recreation 
through the reading of books and the 
use of free libraries. 


The people everywhere are seeing 
the need of help to be found in the 
printed page and of making use of 
this help in solving the problems of 
their own lives day by day. From the 
schools, both elementary and high 
school students, from the teachers, 
principals and superintendents, come 
requests for books and more books. 
The high schools must have at least 
500 volumes to be recognized as ac- 
credited high schools of the state.

Extensive Registrative Campaign 


Mrs. J. H. Boulineau, citizensh1p 
chairman for the Atlanta P.-T. "A. 
council, outlines,in the following arti- 
cle the purposes and aims of the 
county registrative campaign: 

“IT hope this year to stimulate and 
create a greater activity among the 
mothers of the Atlanta P.-T. A. with 
regard to registration and voting. In 
an effort to do this, with the aid of 
the citizenship chairmen, we have 
launched a county registrative cam- 
paign. I ask the cooperation of each 
P.-T. A. president and grade chair- 
man, We want:to see how many 
mothers will register in the county by 
the first of May. 

“To the grade in each school hav- 
ing the most mothers registered will 
be given a prize to. be selected by the 
committee composed of the school 
principal, the P.-T. A. president, grade 
chairman and citizenship chairman. 
To those living in Fulton county, go 
to the courthouse now and register, 
which will give you the legal right 
to register and vote in the city. Those 
living in DeKalb county should go 
to Decatur. I call special attention 
to the fact that no one man or woman, 
can vote legally in the city elections 
unless he has first paid his county 
poll tax and registered, for the city 
charter plainly states that you must 
take an oath that you have paid your 
poll tax when you register in the 
city. 

“One of our leading citizens has 
said we can have anything we want 
if we will register and vote; then 
mothers, it is up to each of you as 
individuals to bring about the needed 


changes in our city by voting. A city 
is what its citizenship makes it, and 
the present critical financial condition 
that exists in our city today is a re- 
flection on us all. Another citizen 
has said that we have outgrown our 
present city government. Why should 
Atlanta not have the best city gov- 
ernment in the country and why not 
the best schools? 

“Mothers, it is eur duty to go to the 
polls and vote for something better. 
We must do what is necessary to 
remedy present conditions, and our 
only recourse is through the ballot 
box. Cast old traditions aside. We 
are living in a progressive age, and 
we must go forward or backward; we 
cannot stand still. We must choose 
which way we shall go. We cannot 
afford.to see Atlanta ‘fail.’ 

“Let us make Atlanta the best city 
on earth in which to live and with 
the best school system. If you would 
remedy the critical conditions that 
now exist in our city, go to your coun- 
ty courthouse and register now, and 
when the next city election presents 
itself you will be reagy to vote for 
better conditions, and*it will be an 
inspiration and great satisfaction to 
you to know that you have been in- 
strumental in bettering conditions. 

“Will you not as a mother and for 
the good of your children who are 
our future citizens, go to your court- 
house register and be eligible to vote 
legally in our city elections this spring.

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HE other day I came across the 

following in a report of a Bridge 
match that had just been played in 
one of our leading 
cities: 

“A very strik- 
ing illustration of 
the consequence 
of failure to re- 
spond to a part- 
ner’s informatory 
double was afford- 
‘ed at the tourna- 
ment last Monday 
evening. Dealer 
bid one No Trump, Second and Third 
Hands passed and Fourth Hand dou- 
bled. Dealer then passed and, to the 
amazement of the rest of the table, 
Second Hand also passed. Of course 
the Third Hand passed and the con- 
tract was one No Trump doubled. 
The Declarer made a Small Slam 
which, with a bonus of 125 for game 
(it being Duplicate Auction) and 30 
for Aces, totaled 625 points; not bad 
for the Declarer. The doubler was 
somewhat peeved, and small wonder, 
as the partner’s only explanation was 
that he had nothing to warrant a bid.” 

In my articles I have urged re- 
peatedly that the Business Pass of 


partner’s informatory double of one 
No Trump is a very excellent way to 
obtain a large penalty when the play- 
er making the pass has strength; but 
that passing partner’s informatory 
double when the passer is weak is one 
of the most foolish declarations 
known to the Auction Bridge table. 
| love to repeat, and it seems impos- 
sible to say it too often, that the 
greater the weakness the more essen- 
tial the take-out. But, brilliant as was 
the error of the player criticized in the 
above article, his performance seems 
to have been quite eclipsed by that of 
the player who doubled. 

The bidding had been one No 
Trump, pass, pass, and this Fourth 
Hand double was perpetrated by a 
player with only one trick in his hand 
(we must he charitable and assume 
that he took the only trick won by his 
side), and who was sitting under the 
No Trump bidder. When sitting un- 
der the No Trump, Kings which would 
almost certainly take tricks if on the 
other side of the table, are frequently 
captured; therefore greater strength 
is required for a double in that posi- 
tion than the other. I like to say that, 
when over a No Trump, the doubling 
hand should hold five high cards 


os 


which are apt to take tricks, said cards 
being divided between at least three 
suits; and by “apt to take tricks” I 
mean practically sure to do so if the 
missing high cards are on the right of 
the double. Of course, an Ace always 
will take a trick; but the value of a 
King may be dependent upon the lo- 
cation of the @dverse Ace, and the 
winning of two tricks with an Ace- 
Queen may similarly be dependent 
upon the location of the adverse King. 
In reckoning the five high cards which 
are apt to take tricks when ever a No 
Trump, I assume that the missing high 
cards of the suit will be found in the 
No Trump hand; consequently I count 
an Ace-Queen as two, a King-x-x as 
one, an Ace-Jack-x as two, but of 
course, I would not count Jack-x as 
of any value. When the five-high- 
card rule is followed, a double made 
when over a No Trump is not apt to 
result in serious loss; but I have al- 
ways insisted that an informatory 
double, when under the No Trump, 
Should not be made with less than six 
high cards. The Fourth Hand dou- 
bler in this case said “I have a No 
Trumper also” (the accepted meaning 
of that double), also “I have six high 
cards apt to take tricks’; and he took 


one trick—unless it was his passing 
partner who saved the Grand Slam, 
| feel that when this doubler became 
“somewhat peeved” and criticized his 
partner, it was a case of the pot call- 
ing the kettle black. 

It is far easier to get players out of * 
the habit of making Business Passes 
with weakness, than it is to induce 
them to quit doubling without the 
goods. A few Business Passes of un- 
sound doubles doubtless would teach 
these non-dependable doublers a bene- 
ficial lesson if.only some way could be 
devised whereby the teacher would not 
suffer with his pupil; and in conclusion 
| wish to stress the point I am trying 
to make today, viz.: be most careful 
about doubling and especially be ultra 
conservative when in the Fourth Hand 
position. It is rarely wise when “une 
der the guns” to double with less than 
six high cards, some of which (even 
when not Aces) will take tricks be- 
cause they will have to be led up to; 
the failure to observe this rule is very 
apt to produce serious losses, even 
without a blunder contributed by the 
partner.

‘When the Spanish authorities got 
out of San Domingo a century or more 
ago, did they make the colossal mis- 
take of carrying off the casket bear- 
ing the skeléton of Columbus’ son in- 
stead of that enclosing the body of the 
great discoverer? 

-These are questions now being rais- 
ed in Washington as a result of a reso- 
lution on the house calendar for con- 
sideration this session, proposing to 
eapress the sense of congress that the 
United States approves the interna- 


tional project to erect a memorial 
lighthouse at the capitol of the Dom- 
inican Republic to the original. path- 


finder and blazer of trails who gave 
the New World to the Old. 


Spain most certainly did not take 
the bones of Columbus across the wa- 
ter, according to Felix Cordova Davila, 
resident commissioner from Porto Rico 
in Washington. They are on this side 
of the Atlantic, where they belong. 


“With the evidence now available,” 
says Mr. Davila, ‘the much-moved re- 
mains which were found in the cathe- 
dral of San Domingo on September 10, 
1877, must be considered as being 
those of Columbus. 


The leaden casket

contain the authentic bones of Colum- 
bus but of somebody else. 

“But wherever Columbus now rests, 
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The ancient cathedral in the city of 

San Domingo, which is believed by 

many authorities still to hold the 
bones of Christopher Columbus 


the proposal to erect a gigantic light- 
house as a memorial to him upon the 
island of San Domingo, the ‘Cradle of 
America,’’ where the great sailor-ad- 
venturer planted the first Euro- 
pean town in the New World, is 
surely one that will meet 
with no opposition. 
It is largely due to the 
untiring persistence of an 
American, William E. 
Pulliam, general re- 
ceiver of customs at 
San Domingo, that the 
contention of Spain 
that the tomb of Co- 
lumbus is in Seville has 
not been allowed to 
prevail. For twelve 
years Mr. Pulliam has 
challenged the insinua- 
tions and accusations 
of the Madrid govern- 
ment. 
How the_ English 
would how! if, at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon, it were 


customary from time 
to time to open the 
tomb of Shakespeare 


to the gaze of the curi- 

ous! What would the 
French say to a similar 
performance at the tomb 
of Napoleon? What a 
wave of protest would arise 
on the part of Americans if 
they believed the venerated por- 
tals of Mount Vernon were in- 
vaded at times for a like object! 

And yet, says Mr. Pulliam, after 421 
years, a final and fitting resting-place 
has not been found for the man who 
discovered the vast continent that has 
sin¢¢ grown so populous and sich. 
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Tomb in the cathedral at Santo Domingo where the people of the Dominican 
Republic and many others insist that Columbus is buried 


Columbus died at Valladolid, Spain, 
on May 20, 1506. His remains were 
twice interred in Spain before their re- 
moval to Hispaniola (San Domingo), 
about the year 1540, to lie in the 
cathedral. This was in accordance with 
almost the last request of the great ad- 
miral. 

The burial in 
red 386 years ago, which was long be- 
fore the Pilgrims settled in Plymouth, 
and yet what are undoubtedly, accord- 
ing to Mr. Pulliam,

As a result of the treaty of Basle, 
between Spain and France, in 1795, 
the Spaniards lowered their flag on 
San Domingo, and then, after a lapse 
of centuries, decided to grant to the 
dust of her great admiral as posthum- 
ous honors the recognition and appre- 
ciation that had been

As the civil and military representa- 
tives of Spain withdrew from the island 
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he Madrid government caused to be 
“arried away to Havana, Cuba, what 
was then considered to be the leaden 
sasket containing the dust of Colum- 
yus, but which, it is claimed, did not. 
Says Mr. Pulliam, now home-on-leave: 
‘“‘The error was a most natural one, 
wing to the lapse of time; the sacking 
f the place by pirates of bygone days, 
vhen the cathedral naturally was ex- 
osed to the obliteration of  inscrip- 
ions, according to one chronicler of 
the times; the absence of, com- 
plete records as to the identity of 
the privileged persons buried un- 
der the high altar; and the pre- 
cise location of the tombs. 

“These remains, supposed to 
be those of Columbus, reposed in 
the cathedral at Havana, where 
they remained until 1898, when, 
as a result of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, Spain relinquished her 
final foothold in the New World 
which Columbus had given _ her 
400 years before. The leaden 
casket was then taken back to 
Spain and interred with imposing 
ceremonies in the cathedral at Se- 
ville. Many of the Spanish peo- 
ple still believe it 
bones of Columbus.

“That an error was committed 
by the Spanish authorities when 
they withdrew from San Domin- 
go, has been proven to the com- 
plete satisfaction of impartial in- 
vestigators. During the progress 
of repairs to the cathedral there, 
in 1877, the discovery was made 
that the Spanish authorities when 
they hauled down the Spanish flag and 
Sailed away to Havana in 1795 had 
mistaken the casket of his son for j 
that of Columbus. 


‘Thus fate intervened to in-

that the leaden box 
of some 24 inches in 
length, discovered 
by mere accident on 
September 10,

Even to the most 
lowly, rest is usually 
accorded when this 
life ends; but not so 
with Columbus, an 
outstanding charac- 
ter of history.

AITH in the ultimate victory of 
God in the world is based on 
two considerations: (1) The mark of 


es ianetaaron which is stamped on 
life and the world, 
(2) The setting 
forth in distinctness 
and clearness the 
Gospel of Christ, 
and the increasing 
application of the 
teachings of Jesus 
as the only work- 
able principles in 
human life and so- 
ciety. 

As preliminary 
to the general dis- 
cussion there may 
be set forth the 
hopeless outlook 
on life. 

The golden age of heathenism has 
always been in the past. To. the 
Greeks and Romans, it was an age in 
which justice lived among men. They 
enjoyed the greatest abundance of 
everything. Eternal spring spread 
the earth with fruit and flowers for 
them. 

The silver age was far inferior, and 
justice retired to the mountains. 

The brazen age comes next and 
men first saw war and battles, and 
justice fled up to heaven. The iron 
age was last, and as justice was no 
more on earth, men were under no 
restraint, and committed every spe- 
cies of crime. The golden age of 


‘Christianity is in the future. 


The idealization of the past at the 
expense of the present and future 
arises from a natural disposition of 
men to look on the dark side of 
things. They are ready to exclaim 
that all greatness and goodness have 
disappeared from the earth. “The 
world is out Of joint—O, cursed spite 
that | was ever born to set it right.”’ 


They think the world is out of or- 
der because their liver is out of order. 
\They mistake the misplacement of a 
brain atom for a moral earthquake 
in which all virtues are swallowed up. 


Again, it is a sort of ludricrous 
characteristic of human nature to un- 
duly glorify the past. We are prone 
to crown the characters and events of 
the past with a halo of glory which 
does not belong to them. There 
were giants in those days. The he- 
roes of our childhood days are large 
and grand as we look at them stand- 
ing in the hazy mist of memory’s 
land. Everything in nature’ was 
glorious. The rose had a richer hue 
and a more fragrant odor. The wa- 
termelons were! redder-meated and 
sweeter than we have ever found 
them since. 

The apples and peaches had a bhet- 
ter flavor than now. In the days of 
domestic soap-making, I heard an old 
lady complain that the soap did not 
boil like it used to boil. It is a mere 
freak of fancy or memory. 


“My grandad notes the world’s worn 
cogs and Says that things are go- 
ing to the dogs, 

His grandad in his house of logs, he 
swore that things were going to 
the dogs, 

His grandad, ’mong the Flemish bogs 
declared that things were going 
to the dogs, 

But | rise here to state that the dogs 
have had an awful wait.” 


It has been ever after this manner. 

Horace, who died eight years be- 
fore the birth of Jesus, declared that 
the age of the fathers was worse than 
that of their ancestors and prophesied 
that the times of posterity would be 
yet more degenerate. In the far oldgy 
times the patriarch Jacob lamented 
before Pharoah: ‘Few and evil the 
days of the years of my life have 


been, and have not attained unto the 
days of the years of the life of my 
fathers in the days of their pilgrim- 
age.” The ancient Confucius cried: 
“The present time is the day of evil 
and of ruin.” 

Thus men have ever been inclined 
to look mournfully on the world of 
their own day. Jerome wept in his 
grotto at Bethlehem over the declen- 
sion of Christendom and was loud in 
his praises of the former days of the 
triumphs of Christianity. The pres- 
byter Sylvanus of Marseilles in the 
fifth century exclaimed: ‘“‘How unlike 
itself has Christianity now become as 
we look upon it! How deeply it has 
sunken!”” Agrobard two hundred 
years later bemoaned: ‘“‘The church is 
growing old, and how decrepit she is 
becoming!”’ Boniface delineated his 
tims thus: “Purity and,piety have al- 
most vanished; brutal sports and the 
spirit of war now take the place of 
quiet work and prayer.’”’ Bernard of 
Clairvaux thought of the time ‘‘when 
the apostles cast their nets to catch 
men, not as we do to gain gold and 
silver.”’ 


Every period seems to lift its sad 
lamentations. The era of the Re- 
formation poured out its mournful 
Strains. The Lollards upbraided the 
church, declaring that faith, hope, 
love and the host of heavenly graces 
had fled. A contemporaty of John 
Huss described the century of the 
Great Council as one in which the few 
truly pious persons were sent to the 
stake, while the godless were allowed 
to live. Wycliffe, the morning star 
of the Reformation of England, be- 
lieved that the last age of the church 
was at hand and saw in an _ earth- 
quake of his time a premonition of 
divine judgment. Luther had the 
conviction that God was working in 
him the final manifestation of grace 
and the last day was at hand. 

Denominational publications have 
in each age bewailed the departure 
from the faith. 


The former times are better than 
these. The times are not as good as 
they used to be, they never were. 

A writer in a church periodical 
Says: 

“The ‘good old days!’ Of course 
we have all heard of them. They 
form a favorite topic of discussion at 
the corner grocery when the village 
patriarchs gather about the stove 
upon a winter’s evening and give 
themselves over to anecdote and rem- 
iniscence. Grandfather and = grand- 
mother like to refer to them occa- 
sionally. Even our parents, despite 
the fact that they belong to a later 
generation, not infrequently remind 
us that they once touched at their 
delectable shores and knew some- 
thing of their exhilarating delights 
and pleasures. 

One of the things to be noted 
about the ‘good old days’ however, 
is that they usually play a more con- 
spicuous-part in hearsay and tradition 
or at the annual old settlers’ picnic 
than in actual history. Indeed, it 
must be confessed that history for 
the most part is strangely silent con- 
cerning them. We turn its pages 
thoughtfully, feeling sure that we will 
come upon them presently—a 100, 
500 or a 1,000 years back; but they 
Seem as hard to approach as_ the 
horizon. They are always receding, 
always tantalizing us by promising to 
lift and give us the longed for oppor- 
tunity to meet them face to face— 
but they never do. 

As a matter of fact, we suspect 
that the real place to study the ‘good 
old days’ is not in history at all but in 


mythology. There is no record of 
them amid the ruins of antiquity. 
Even 


“The glory that was Greece. 
And the grandeur that was Rome’ 
reveal little evidences of their pres 


ence. Indeed, the thoughtful stu- 
dent of history, as he delves among 
the archives of the past, is apt by and 
by to conclude that ‘distance lends en- 
chantment’ in time as well'as in view. 
Here and there, it is true, he will come 
upon expressions that suggest that the 
mythical period referred to was just 
a generation or two back; but a dili- 
gent search of the records of those 
generations usually convinces him 
that one must pursue his quest still 
farther.” 

There is a shallow optimism that 
closes the eyes to all wrong and ig- 
nores the evil.’ It is the optimism of 
good fortune. The person who its 
born with a silver spoon in his mouth 
naturally believes that everything is 
all right with the world. This is a 
most insecure foundation, for these 
people become cynics and pessimists 
when their little material foundation 
is destroyed. 

Pessimism sees the evil but thinks 
it is incurable. 

It sees only the present war and 
misfortune and ignores the fact of 
divine providence and divine power. 


a 


The hopeless view of the world is 
supported both by a false theological 
interpretation and by a materialistic 
philosophy of life. The two extremes 
of reactionary theology and atheism 
meet. 

A noted premillennial evangelist 
has said in effect that the darker the 
world becomes, the lighter his own 
heart becomes, since we are nearer 
the catastrophic end of the present . 
world order. The atheist logically 
agrees in the main contention of this 
type of theologian, that the nature of 
the world is not adopted to the tri- 
umph of spiritual forces. The theory 
of pessimism like necessity makes 
Strange bed-fellows., 

Against this curious combination of 
opposition, stands the hopefulness of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ, which 
fairly faces the evils of the world and 
the power of the Gospel of God our 
Father in Jesus Christ is stronger than 
the powers of evil. Jesus Christ was 
sure of the future, sure that love is 
Stronger than evil, and that the King- 
dom of God on earth would ultimate- 
ly triumph.

certainly seems to be the logical site 
for a Pan-American Columbus me- 
morial. 

The capital of San Domingo was 
founded in August, 1496, and there- 
fore is the first permanent Christian 
settlement in the New World. Out 


from it went the subsequent expedi- 
tions which explored the mainland 
and the other islands of the Carib- 
bean. Among the young Spanish sol- 
diers of fortune—those conquista- 
dores, contemporaries of Columbus, 
who served with and under him— 
many started from San Domingo on 
subsequent independent history-mak- 
ing expeditions. 

Among them may be mentioned 
the venturesome Cortez, the con- 
queror of Mexico; the intrepid Vasco 
Nunez de Balboa, first white person 
to gaze upon the broad expanse of 
the Pacific; the dauntless Francisco 
Pizarro, the conquerer of the Incas; 
and also the visionary, yet heroic, 
Ponce de Leon, seeker after the 
fabled -fountain of youth. 

The proposed memorial to Colum- 
bus is an enduring tomb, with an in- 
terior modeled after Napoleon’s at 
les Invalides, Paris. Superimposed 
on this will rise a beacon tower per- 
haps 300 feet high, on the top of 
which will be installed one of the 
most powerful of maritime lights. 

Oddly, there is as much contro- 


versy over the birthplace of the great 


discoverer as there is over the resting- 
place of his remains. Spain has ad- 
vanced seemingly strong proof that 
he saw the light of day in the Spanish 
province of Galicia and that his real 
name was Christobal Colon. At least 


ten Italian towns have claimed him 
as a native son, and have backed their 
claims with historic “‘evidence.’”’ 


Back in the days when Washing- 
ton Irving was America’s emissary to 
Spain, the question of Columbus’ 
origin was hotly debated, and Irving 
became convinced that the intrepid 
sailor was a Spaniard, and that no 
Italian city could reasonably assert 
that the man who sailed forth to find 
the Western World originated within 
its gates, 

Several scholarly Spanish writers 
attempt to clinch their arguments by 
pointing out that Columbus was never 
known to speak Italian and that no 
bit of his writing exists done in the 
Italian language. On the other hand 
they cite many of his records written 
in Castilian Spanish, and pick out 
more than a few words peculiar to 
the province of Galicia. 

Then, too,*the courageous admiral 
is known to have named many places 
in the New World after places in 
Spain. San Salvador, one of the 
islands of the West Indies named by 
Columbus, is supposed to be named 
for a town in Galicia.

Color Instructions 


When buildings grow very old their original 
coloring, under the influence of rain and snow 
and wind, is apt to disappear and make room for 
a drab and non descript tone of somber grays 
and browns. I would, if I were you, make the 
walls a dark yellow and the roofs a dark red. 
The same yellow brush that you use for your 
walls, only a little lighter (which means a little 
more water) will do for the pillars in the back- 
ground. Be careful not to color the door or the 
windows and make those green. This building 
was erected in an age when people loved barbaric 
color combinations and while I suggested yellow 
for the walls and for the roof, you are at com- 
plete liberty to use any brilliant color combination 
you like. Indeed, the cruder the better.

Hadrian, as | told you last week, died 
in 138 and was buried in so large a pile of 
masonry that it reminded his contemporaries 
of the pyramids. Not only were his heirs 
obliged to content themselves with a small 
stone structure (it measured less than 36 by 
37 feet) but they no longer lived in Rome. 
The ancient capital had grown too danger- 
ous for those who wore the imperial purple. 
They had moved across the Appenine moun- 
tains to the city of Ravenna which was situe 
ated among the marshes of the northern 
Adriatic and which offered direct means of 
escape should another hoard of barbarians 
decide to cross the Alps and overrun the 
fertile plains of northern Italy. 

Today the same town of Ravenna lies 
almost five miles away from the open sea 
and it is one of the deadliest holes known to 
the human race. But from the fourth to the 
eighih centuries it was generally regarded as 
the metropolis of the western world and was 
the seat of a whole line of and

The palaces in which they lived are 
gone or have been changed beyond recogni- 


tion. But the churches that still stand are of 


such small dimensions that they give us a 
fair idea of the sort of city that was consid- 
ered good enough to serve as a capital for 
the Roman empire of the fifth century. 

And the adventures of the august lady 
who built this tiny mausoleum (or at least 
is supposed to have built it) show that the 
life of an imperial princess in those days was 
not exactly an easy one. 

For Galla Placidia, the daughter of the 
Roman Emperor Theodosius, had been 
forced to spend part of her youth as a hostage 
in the camp of the Goths who had just taken 
her father’s citv; and then been obliged 
to marry one of the Gothic chieftains and 
had lived with him far away from her home 
until he had been murdered on an expedition 
in Spain, 

Then at last she had been allowed to 
return to her own pe ple 
Roman general (also of foreign origin)
